Whitman and family, Mr. Ogden, an agent of the 
Company, brought the rest of the Mission and the 
American families to the Willamette Valley, at 
considerable risk and sacrifice to himself. The 
guilt of the plot to massacre Dr. Whitman and 
other Americans is understood to belong to the 
Jesuits.—Ep. O. Dep’r.|

You make the above criticisms upon my 
article, in a former number of the PAciFic; 


* on the “ Providential Agencies in the Set- 


tlement of Oregon,” which, though well and 
kindly intended on your part, I must claim 
space to correct, as they throw a shade of 
discredit upon the whole article. 

We aim to write nothing for the Paciric 
without understanding the facts of our sub- 
ject and knowing whereof we write. 

We are well aware that it is understood 
by a large portion of our people that the 
“pouilt of the plot to massacre Dr. Whit- 
man and other Americans belongs to the 
Jesuits ;” that it has been so almost wholly 
regarded by some of the missionaries them- 
selves, while others of them take a different 
view of the matter. A careful examination 
of the matter will show that, while they 
must bear a large share of the blame, they 
were not the only guilty party. 

We are not particular friends of the 
Jesuits, and make no apologies for them. 
Their guilt in the matter will hardly be 
reckoned less because they have acco 
plices; yet if impartial history will show 
that an unscrupulous monopoly were as 
much—nay, more to blame than they, let 
the weight of public judgment fall where it 
belongs. 

The Hudson -Bay Company were the 


~ power behind the throne! 


The Roman Catholics could never have 
succeeded but for that Company ! 
_ Not that they wanted missionaries in the 
country, either Jesuit or Protestant. But 
it being necessary, in order to make a show 
of fulfilling the conditions of their charter, 


_ to encourage something that had the appear- 


ance. of a design to civilize the Indians 
they upbeld and sustained the Jesuit priests, 
giving them every preference above the 
Protestant missionaries, and codperated 
with them to prevent American settlement. 
Because the Church of Rome 
seeks mainly to proselyte, baptize, and add 
the power of numbers to her fold—willing, 


“ nay, anxious that her subject shall remain 


in ignorance as far as shall tend to their 
complete subjection to her power. Her in- 
fluence, then, would interfere but little with 


_ the policy of the Company, which was to 


keep the natives in ignorance of the value 


of their furs, and prevent the settlement of 


the country, so that they might continue 
their trade with the enormous profits by 
which they were enabled so frequently to 
treble and quadruple their capital stock. 

On the other hand, the success of the 
Protestant missions would result in the edu- 
cation and civilization of the natives, so 
that their trade and profits would speedily 
diminish—their “craft be in danger,” and 
their “ occupation gone.” 

Not openly, for the most part, but cov- 
ertly and with great duplicity, did this 
Company use its power and second every 
movement of the Romish priests against 
Americans and American missions. 

So artfully did they cover up their real 
designs—so smooth and oily were their 
words and professions of friendship, that it 
was not until the news came of the arrival 
of the English immigrants from Red River 
that Dr. Whitman suspected them of acting 
the double part.

English writers have commented on both. 
The true history of the American side of 
the question is more incomplete than any 
other. | 


This deficiency is about to call out a 
work giving a detailed account of the mis- 
sionary operations, Hudson’s Bay and Ro- 
man Catholic influence, and the early set- 
tlement of the country, by W. H. Gray, 
Esq., of Astoria, to whose histories, manu- 
script and depositories I have had free ac- 
cess in writing these articles. 
The policy of this Company is now being 
brought to light and before our citizens ina 
very practical way—in the fact that they 
have presented a claim against the United 


| States Government for about five millions 


of dollars, for losses sustained by them in 
the settlement of the country. Not con- 
tent with an immense fortune made by a 
trade of exclusive monopoly for thirty-five 
years, and with preventing settlement and 
civilization as long as it was in their power, 
they now come forward and ask a few mil- 
lions for a few old forts, log cabins, and 
picket fences, which they dignify with the 
name of “improvements.” Depositions are 
now being taken on both sides of the ques- 
tions. 


The Company has recently made a very 
peculiar change. Nominally, the old Com- 
pany has sold out to a new one; but prin- 
cipally the same men belong to the new 
that did to the old, and they act under the 
old charter. And the old selling to the new 
of course sell their claim against the United 
States Government too, and the stock of the 
Company has advanced about two hundred 
per cent. And why thischange? So that 
one who has been a member of the old 
company, but is now one of the new, when 
asked as a witness, “ Have you any inter- 
est in the Hudson’s Bay Company ?” he can 
answer, “No;” for the question in law has 
reference to the old company, which is not 
now in existence. 


And why the advance in the Company’s 
stock? Because, if they only get one of 
the five millions claimed, there will be a 
rich dividend to the shareholders. 

_ Now let us go back and note the fact 
that the Company told Dr. Whitman, in 
1836, that it would ever be utterly impos- 
sible to bring a wagon across the Rocky 
Mountains, and that they persisted in reit- 


the Doctor’s wagon at Fort Boise, and after- 
ward of wagons brought to Walla Walla. 

. Let us reflect, too, that they would en- 
deavor, as it would be to their interest, to 
conciliate the favor of the Indians and gain 
a universal influence over them. The fact 
is well known that they were successful in 
doing this, and that many of their chief fac- 
tors, clerks, and servants married native 
women ; and they were not only safe in all 
parts of the country themselves, but their 
word and passport were safety and protec- 
tton to those who might otherwise be in dan- 
ger. Again; there is sworn testimony to 
prove that the clerk of an important post of 
the Company said (and this, too, before 
there was any appearance among the Ind- 
ians of: the diseases which, it is said, were 


Whitman,) “ We are determined to have 
Dr. Whitman’s station for the Catholics, and 
the Doctor had better leave the country or 
the Indians will kill him.” 


Take the testimony of another one—Rob- 
ert Newell, an old mountaineer, who did 
not belong to the Company, but formerly to 
an American fur company, yet whom they 
have influenced to defend them; and in a 
long article in which he tries to make it 
appear that some of the missionaries are 
not as thankful to the Company for their 
lives as they should be, he unwittingly 
makes this statement: “ Nor could any mis- 
sion, in my opinion, have been established 
without the aid and influence of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company; nor could the settlers 
have remained in the country up to 1848.” 

Put these facts together, (and there is 
abundant similar testimony pointing in the 
same direction) that the Company had such 
unbounded influence over the Indians; that 
they favored in every possible way the 
Catholic missions; that they deprecated 
settlement and civilization, and to what con- 
clusion do they lead us in regard to the 
massacre ?

Mr. Ogden, though a Factor in the Com- 
pany, was an American, and did not under- 
stand all their designs. He and Dr. Mc- 
Laughlin, the most influential man of the 
Northwest Company, represented, we are 
glad to know, an element of humanity in 
the H. B. Company. 

When the news of the massacre came to 
Sir James Douglass, Mr. Ogden said: 

“ Mr. Douglass, you:can now see what 
opposition in religion does.” 

Sir James paused a moment, and signifi- 
cantly replied : 

“ There may have been other causes.” 


But we will not pursue the subject further 
at present, except to notice the oft-repeated 


boast of the Company, that “they furnished 
the missionaries with supplies at the usual 
trade rates.” 
they had goods to sell might they not as 
well sell to the missionaries as any one 
else? Do they claim credit for not selling 
to the missionaries at exhorbitant rates of 
profit? or because they did not refuse to 
sell at all, and thus starve them out? Or 
would they make it appear that the mis- 
sionaries are- dependent on them for sup- 
plies ?—that they could not have remained 
without, and consequently they were largely 
the patrons of American missions ? 

‘The missionaries, both of the American 
and Methodist Boards, did not make ar- 
rangements to be dependent upon trading 
companies for their subsistence. Very soon 
after the arrival of the Methodist brethren, 
a vessel was inside the Columbia Bar with 
supplies for them. 

Brethren Whitman, Spaulding, and Gray 

were prevailed upon by agents of the Com- 
pany to leave their supplies and farming 
‘implements at Green River, and receive 
others in their stead when they arrived, 
although they found on their arrival that 
some of the articles they had left could not 
be replaced. It is all in vain if they wish 
to make it appear that the missionaries 
were dependent upon them. True, they 
often found it convenient to trade with 
them ; but when they did so it was not at 
the usual trade rates, but at a mission trade 
rate, which, in the way the exchange was 
made, in reality made a difference of about 
50 per cent. above the ordinary trade of the 
country. 

As to the statement that Mr. Ogden 
brought the rest of the Mission and the 
American families to the valley at consider- 
able risk and expense to himself, we are 
glad to give any members of the Company 
the credit due for generosity of conduct. 
‘It would be strange, indeed, if, in a Com- 
pany of 568 men—even a monopoly— 
there could be found no generous souls. 

Let the names of Mr. Ogden and Dr. 
McLaughlin, and any others who may 
have deprecated the results to which the 
policy-of the Company and Roman Cath- 
olics led, be cherished with all due respect 
and honor to their memory. But it still 
remains that the verdict of history will 
hold them together, and the Company, as 
the greater power in the field, accountable 
for a terribly dark page in our early history : 
shewing that the love of money is the root 
of all evil, and that men will weigh it in 
the balance against the most precious life, 

We conclude by a quotation from .an 
English writer, James Edward Fitzgerald, 
giving his views of the Company in 1849. 
See his work, pages 19 and 20. 

“The convictions here expressed have 
forced themselves upon my mind, in the 
course of researches which circumstances 
induced me to make, in spite of the belief 
which I held in common with all who take 
what the Company put forward as fact. 
They are convictions which have strength- 
ened with every step of the inquiry; con- 
victions that the system of the H. B. Com- 
pany has entailed misery and destruction 
upon thousands throughout the country, 
which is withering under its curse; that it 
has cramped and crippled the energies of 
England, which might have found occupa- 
tion in the directlon from which they are 
now excluded ; that it has stopped the ex- 
tension of civilization, and has excluded the 
light of religious truth; that it has alien- 
ated the hearts of all under its oppression, 
and made them hostile to their country ; 
above all, that the whole and entire fabric 
is built upon utterly false and fictitious 
grounds; that it has not one shadow of 


| reality in law or justice; that there is not 


the slightest legal authority for any one of 
the rights which this corporation claim. 
It is this conviction which bas urged me to 
submit the statements and arguments con- 
tained in the following pages to the consid- 
eration of the public, and to arraign before 
that tribunal, from which in these days

For a month past murders by the savages 
have been frequent in various directions, 
and at present nearly all communication has 
been cut off, except’ for strong parties. 

The different clans of Apaches seem to 
have united.so far as to make it perilous to 
venture out from the military posts without 
military protection. And but little of this 
can be had in this region of the Territory. 
The Indians. are emboldened by this, and 
serious results to us alljagay ensue, unless 
we are relieved by the-atTival of. rmaore-sol-- 
diers, or a strong force of miners. - | 

Crops have been excellent the past year, 
and the Territory has abundant cause to 
unite in thanking the Giver of all mercies, 
as invited todo by Gov. McCormick, on the 
29th inst. And as soon as a final disposi- | 
tion can be made of the implacable Apaches, 
all things here will assume a cheerful pros- 
perity. 

These savages have no tribal character, 
nor even clanship, nor any chieftancy, which 
they recognize as binding upon them. 
They have been for centuries at predatory 
warfare with the Mexicans, and have never 
yet been effectively taught the power of 
civilized society. They think that we, like 
themselves, are connected with different 
bands of braves, (the late rebellion has 
fostered this idea) hostile to each other. 


And a variety of treatment heretofore at |’ 


different parts in the Territory, it is evident, 
has strengthened this absurd idea. 

The question, how to subdue the Apache, 
thus becomes difficult. Spread over a vast, 
and much of it a waste region, treacherous, 
implacable, bound by no ties of home or 
unity, faithless, sneaking, and revengeful, 
the Apaches are not an easy foe for a small 
force to grapple with and completely subju- 
gate. And yet this must be done, or every 


white inhabitant must leave the country.. 


I can see no other alternative. The doom 
of one race or the other is certain. A vig- 
orous policy alone can save the white inhab- 
itants from ruin. * * *

How They Get Warning of Earthquakes 
in Japan. 


Earthquakes have been so prevalent of 
late in India, that they are now a topic.of 
popular conversation. Many of our read- 
ers are, doubtless, unaware of the fact that 
the Japanese have, for centuries past, been 
cognizant of a very simple mode of warn- 
ing against these sudden, often dangerous, 
phenomena. They long ago discovered 
that the magnet loses its attractive power a 
short time previous to a shock, and they 
have in every house a simple apparatus, 
consisting of a magnet suspended by its own 
force to an iron bar, over a disc, or hemis- 
phere of bell metal, on which it falls ac- 
cordingly, and alarms the inmates, who 
have time to leave the walls before they 
are shaken. This plan could be easily 
adapted to a public alarm, we think, the 
weight of the fallen magnet being adequate 
to ignite a precussion fuse on a loaded can- 
non. We wonder it has never been tried 
in civilized countries, where earthquakes 
have of late years been so prevalent. 
“Magnetic storms” have recently been ob- 
served by medical practitioners in Europe 
to be forerunners of epidemics, cholera es- 
pecially ; and we too, have frequently no- 
ticed that continued earthquakes are the 
harbingers and attendants of epizootic pests. 
It is unreasonable to suppose that concen- 
trated gases of poisonous virulence are dis- 
charged on the surface of the earth duriog

The storm which for eleven days has 
-beén. upon “Us, with short intervals of sun- 
shine and quiet, culminated on Thursday, 


_nied with powerful wind. The streets of 
‘the city were flooded with water, basements. 
and cellars overflowed, railroad tracks un- 
dermined, newly made streets were deeply 
gullied, and the bay filled beyond precedent, ' 
The ordinary communications with the eity 
by boat and rail were interrupted. The 
course of business, however, was only tem- 
porarily checked, and to-day, (22d) though 
the sky is still clouded and the wind in the 
rainy quarter, the usual activity of the sea- 

The shipping and wharves—particularly 
those of the latter in the course of construc- 
tion in the southern part of the city—suf- 
fered to a considerable extent during the 
storm. 

We judge that generally throughout the 
interior less rain has fallen than in the city, 
but a great amount of damage has been 
done to roads, ferries, bridges, etc. 

We are glad to know that no general in- 
undation of the valley regions has occurred, 
and that the efficient precautions which past 

calamity has taught our neighbors of the 
State Capital to use, have this time proved 
effectual. 

As a consequence of the storm, we have 
been without telegraphic’ communication 
with the East and await with interest the 
new dispatches. . 

We annex some of the effects of the 
storm, as we glean them from the press. 


ACCIDENT ON THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


- Near Arcade Creek, on the 20th inst., 
the train broke through the track in conse- 
quence of a culvert being injured by the 
rains. Several persons were considerably 
bruised and cars injured. Fortunately no 
lives were lost. The road is out of order 


SAN JOSE RAILROAD. 


The same day a more fatal accident hap- 
pened on the San José road, from nearly. 
the same cause—an injury to a culvert. 
“ Last evening, about eight o’clock, a con- 
struction train, composed of an engine and 
six empty flat cars, left here for San Fran- 
cisco, having on board ten or twelve labor- 
ers. They had gone but about two miles, 
when the engine sank down, end up, and 
the first flat car was thrown on top of the 
engine. On this car were five or six men, 
who were thrown in all directions; four 
were found quite badly injured. Charles 
Crowley, aged twenty-six, had both legs 
broken ; John Murray had one leg badly 
broken; they both died during the night. 
John De Hig had his shoulder dislocated, 
but is doing finely. ‘Thomas Monahan, leg 
broken, is doing well.” 

Accounts from many interior towns give 
the same story of heavy rains, strong wind, 
overflowing streams, and general, though 
temporary, derangement of traveling facili- 
ties. So far the serious results that were 


do not appear to have largely occurred.

Nevertheless, the haunting recollections of 
that terrific scene have done more than all 
other trials to debilitate the naturally feeble 
vitality of this young and sensitive girl, 
and the wretched man who stayed his arm 
in mercy to the child must answer before 
his Maker for his criminal part in her early 
death. 

The death of Mrs. Seward took place a 
few weeks after the murderous assault upon. 
her family and the assassination of our be- 
loved President Lincoln. Since’ that event 
the health of Miss Seward has been de- 
clining, and a voyage to the West Indies in. 
February did not, as it was hoped, mate- 
rially improve her condition. 

But she has met- and endufed the afflic- 
tions which have befallen herself and her 
household with that spirit of meekness and 
patience which characterizes the sincere 
followers of Christ. In the midst of her 
own bereavements, she appreciated the de- 
mands of others upon her sympathy, and 
was eager to administer the wine of conso-

‘The average of water is 
steadily decreasing. ‘There are many theories ad- 
vanced to explain this. One is that the climate is 
undergoing a change, which seems plausible, as 
those who have studied the meteorolgy of our 
State are convinced that the change is taking place. 
Another theory is, that the cultivation of the coun- 
try, destruction of forests and other physical 
causes, have tended to decrease the rain-fall and 
retard the flowing of extra moisture into the 
stream. Whatever may be the cause, the effect 
certainly exists, and the same thing has been seen 
on all of the western rivers, which are gradually 
shrinking up.— Western Paper.

Make a Man of Him. 


This one thing yet remains to be done 
for the negro—to make a man of him. 
Manhood, in its broad acceptation, is his 
right, and so long as it is withheld, so long 


will he rise in our national pathway as a 


great problem for solution. We claim to 


| sense of injustice, and thus he may be a 


have given him the enjoyment of freedom, 


and this is partially true; but by what 
right do we, or can we, deny him the res- 
ponsibilities also? In our treatment of the 
whole negro question, we are guilty of sin- 
gular inconsistencies. We use him in the 
accomplishment of ourown ends; we call 
him a citizen when we need his services in 
fighting our battles; we tax him when we 
want his money; we emancipate him be- 
cause we claim that man has no right to 
own his brother man, for we do call the ne- 
gro “aman and a brother;” but still we 
deny him a voice in that government he so 
faithfully supports—deny him that ballot 
he has not only fairly earned by his loyalty, 
but which we theoretically always asserted 
was his right. Our first duty is to treat 
him in all respects as a man, and whatever 
he lacks through the long abuses of the 
white race, is to be provided for him-—not 
on the score of benevolence, but as a debt 
due him and long unpaid. We consider the 


question of negro suffrage of vital import- 


ance in the settlement of our national diffi- 
culties, and sincerely believe that there will 
be no safe, no permanent reconstruction 
until we place the negro in his proper po- 
sition—as an independent citizen—until we 
make a man of him. And this is for us to 
do. The old slaveholders will not do the 
negro justice in this respect; and as loyal 


_ whites of the South cannot, the work, then, 


in its general features, is left to us, and yet 


we stand shrinking from the plain path of 


duty, we tremble in view of carrying into 
practice what for a score of years we have 
been preaching. When the South would 
not free the slaves, and the North could not, 
then the Lord took the business into his 
own hands, and brought it about by the 
sword. He accomplished that by His own 
right arm, and then left the freedmen to our 
care, to our sense of justice. When the 
~war clouds hung the thickest, and the dark- 
est, and the nation’s destiny seemed trem- 
bling in the balance, we looked first to God, 
and then to the black man! Neither failed 
us, and to-day it is undoubtedly true that, 
under God, we owe in a great measure our 
triumph to the negro. And now he stands 
before us, ‘among us, and of us, and waits 
patiently for his rights, his inherent and his 


“well-earned rights. 


Safety to ourselves too, although this is 
a mean motive to urge, demands justice to 
the negro. Do we often enough think that as 
we are true or false to him, he may be to us ? 
that God is overlooking this whole matter, 
and will Hold us to a strict account for the 


way in which we follow out, or fail to follow 


out, the path he has so plainly indicated ; 
that the negro may yet, when tired of wait- 
ing for justice, be a power against us ? 

He has tasted somewhat of the delights 
of freedom; he remembers full well the 
discipline of fire through which he has 
passed; he knows that with a great price 
he has purchased. his freedom, and he is 
feeling more and more keenly, every pass-

Our own State of Massachusetts has 
taken a long step in this direction, by the 
recent election of two colored men to the 
Legislature, and it is peculiarly gratifying 
that these, the first instances of the kind on 
record, were not the results of impulse or 
reactionary excitement, but were the nat- 
ural outgrowth of a healthy public senti- 
ment. These elections were in localities 
where the voters were among our most in- 


the wealthiest districts of the State, and 
they indicate, in the most emphatic manner, 
that prejudice against coler is breaking 
down, and must, ere long, pass away. God 
speed the time! and for the future let us 
do our whole duty by the negro—let us 
make a man of him !— Congregationalist.
